L. Doyle was sentenced to 60 days in the 
house of correction at Rutland yester- 
day, having been found guilty of 18 sec- 
ond offenses of selling intoxicating 
liquor. Doyle is proprietor of a local ho- 
tel, and the hotel has been adjudged a 
nuisance. He has also paid' a fine and 
costs amounting to $519.02. 


State Attorney Slack has been prose- 


cuting the bottlers and dealers in so- 
called "soft drinks," which by analysis 
of the state chemist have been proved 
to include larger beer and thus come 
within the law prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liquor. 


Two bottlers and 12 retailers last week 


pleaded guilty either of selling, keeping 
with intent to sell or keeping a common 
nuisance, and paid fines and costs vary- 
ing in amounts from $20 to $200. 


Eleven places adjudged nuisances hav< 


been ordered by Police Justice Nichols to 
be closed against the parties in occu- 
pancy, and cannot be openediuntil bonds 
have been given of from $300 to $500 to 
obey the law in future. 


State Attorney Slack has also brought 


proceedings in chancery, asking that the 
places in question be abated and enn- 
joined at the June term of the county 
court, which will open next week. 


These -proceedings also include the 


property owners as well as the keepers, 
and the owners are among the most 
prominent citizens and include three of 
the St. Johnsbury banks. 


When the proceedings against "soft 


drinks" were begun, Doyle left the city, 
it is asserted, because he did not care to 
appear before Judge Thompson, the 
judge whose sentences in liquor cases 
formed the "basis for the play of "A Tem- 
perance Town."

BLACKINTON PEOPLE SORB 


Sit the Action of the Fire District Meet- 


ins Thursday Evening. 


Tb» adjourned fire district meeting 


[waa held in the opera house Thursday 
•veninp. Th* meeting was on exceeding- 
ly short one, as there were but few 
people present and it was decided to 
put the question of annexing Blackin- 
tou to the fire district over until the 
next regular fire district meeting. There 
were no voters present from BlacKintou 
at the meeting as they were delayed 
and did not reach the opera, house un- 
til the meeting had closed. The Black- 
inton representatives were very angiy 
as \\ell as disappointed at not being 
able to have had a voice In expressing 
their opinion of the WiUtomfitown peo- 
ple in general and several lively dis- 
cussions took place outside the opera 
house. IL would seemingly have been 
useless for the Blackinton people to 
have been present, as it seemed, judg- 
ing fiom, the few remarks that were 
made, that the question would not have 
been carried and that the result of the 
meeting would have been against the 
annexing ot thep roposed district. So, 
perhaps, It was better for the Blackin- 
ton people that the meeting was put 
over. It is the general feeling among 


> the Slackinton people that they are 


not being treated fairly and that they 
ehould have the same privileges and ad- 
vantages as the people who live In the 
village and have the piotection of a 
flre companv, while on the other hand 
the^e are people who claim that they 
phould not be obliged to pay the extra 
tax m order to give Blackinton flre pro- 
tection. The assessed valuation of the 
proposed district is about J200.000, which 
»t the present rate per cent, would 
bHiiK in $430 taxes. TweUe hydrants 
at the present price paid for water, 
which is J22 per hydrant, -would amount 
10 $264. Thft lighting would cost at the 
seemingly lowest figures about $400, 
jiiaiing a. total cost of about $664, the 
income from the assessed property bring 
$*30 would leave a balance of $-04, 
•nhieh would necessarily raise the flre 
district tax. This fact alone would no 
doubt make a great many of the people 
iesitate, while it is but a small sum and 
vould make but a very slight raise in 
the taxes. It is the feeling of the 
Blackinton people, as well as a great 
many of the "Williamstown people that 
they are not being treated fairly, as 
there is no reason why they should not 
have the same privileges as the people 
i\ ho are In ing in the present flre dis- 
trict.

Kight on the western borders jot the 


laud, and upon the numerous islands 
and peninsulas which are the common 
natural features of this broken part of 
the Irish coast, the kelp gatherers live.- 
Ia a certain sense they seem to be an 
amphibious sort of folk and draw their 
sustenance, apparently always more or 
less scanty aud precarious, from sea and 
laud alike. Let us picture their exist- 
ence for a moment, such as we may see 
it on the island of Mynish, not far from 
Roundstoue bay, off the Galway coast. 
Imagine an island, about 13 miles in 
circumference, connected with the main- 
land by a kind of viaduct recently con- 
structed by government, low lying and 
wind swept by the numerous gales of 
ocean, but crowded with a popula- 
tion of several hundred human beings. 
Every little cove or b»y will have its 
cluster of cottages, with their fishing 
boats anchored close by, ready to run 
down the bay for mackerel or to fetch 
a load of kelp from the neighboring 
rocks when wind and weather permit, 


The surface of the island itself, 


which is strewn with huge granite 
atones and bowlders, is parceled out 
with the most exact and scrutinizing 
jealousy, and if you attempt a short cut 
across country from one point to anoth- 
er your way is blocked by a continual 
succession of loosely constructed stone 
walls serving as partitions between an 
innumerable series of diminutive plots. 
So intricate and puzzling is the arrange- 
ment of these plots that you are not at 
all surprised to hear that they are a 
source of litigation between the owners 
of the cottages, who are very fond of 
invoking tb^ law in spite of their pov- 
erty stricken condition. 


"Cottages" we call them, for the sake 


cf courtesy, but whereas the word "cot- 
tage" calls up in the English sense some 
bright and picturesque surroundings and 
some appearance of comfort these cot- 
tages or cabins of the kelp gatherers 
suggest every kind of discomfort. The 
walls are built of the undressed granite 
blocks picked up from the surface of 
the island and loosely put together ac- 
cording to the rules of a very primitive 
masonry 
But the roof is sometimes of 


sod, and more often of reed. The absurd 
contrast between the strength and sta- 
bility of the wplls and the feeble char- 
acter of the roof strikes the eye immedi- 
ately The floors are of very unsatisfac- 
tory character, as they are simply un- 
even pavements with muddy interstices 
and calculated to retain every kind of 
filth and abomination. It would be al- 
most impossible to sweep these floors 
clean even if there existed the will to 
do it 


If there is any glass, it is simply mor- 


tised into some little chink, and win- 
dow frames are unknown — partly be- 
cause wood is scarce and expensive and 
partly because the fisher folk do not de- 
sire a window that will open. 


As far as accommodatidn is concerned; 


there are only two rooms- on the ground 
floor — one to be used as a kitchen and 
sitting room, the other to sleep in, no 
matter the number of the family party. 
Sometimes there is a kind of loft over- 
head on the kitchen, where some of tha 
occupants oan sleep. Outside there is no 
pigsty or cowshed or any other "office" 
which we are accustomed to connect 
with the ideas ot comfort and decency. 
In cold and rough weather the pig and 
even the cow are admitted to the hospi- 
tality of the hearth, and this accounts 
for their very friendly and sociable 
character. 
As far as "nnt" is con- 


cerned, the kelpsr cannot complain 
greatly, as it is a judicial "rint" and he 
cannot be ejected, no matter how be 
lives, as long as the rent is paid. 


Sometimes a kelper has a right to 


a common adjoining and can run a few 
black faced sheep aud some of the black 
cattle of the country, and whenever he 
is in a position to save money he prefers 
to put it in stock rather than to commit it 
.to the keeping of a savings bank. Here 
and there on the island yon may chance 
across a little circle of stone in a retired 
nook. You need not puzzle long over it 
as if it were some archaeological find, 
for it is simply the foundation of a kelp 
stack that has been piled up inside it, 
and the calcined appearance of the 
stones, together with the ashes around 
them, will immediately reveal its use to 
you. 
Far away along the windings of 


some distant cove yon will often see the 
smoke of these kelp fires rolling heavily 
out to sea, and the kelp stacks them- 
selves are among the common objects of 
the seashore, with the long trailing kelp 
weed drooping down their sides. These 
have been won with much labor from 
the deep, and the yearly wage paid to 
the Mynish islanders by the kelp com- 
pany is nearly £2,000 


Kelp is, uideed, the main source of 


their wealth, and many a A oyage has to 
be taken before a ton of kelp is procured. 
The weed burns down to a viscous, ge- 
latinous mass under the Action of the fire 
and then cools down to liard and rugged 
blocks. The kelpers live on fish, milk, 
tea, bread and eggs chiefly, but seldom 
on butchers' meat and bacon, for tho 
pig is really the "jintleman that pays 
the rint " Still, in spite of hardships, 
the kelpers are strong and healthy men. 
They would make splendid recruits for 
the navy, bi ; rf they leave their native 
rocks they find their way to the United 
States or our colonies. — St. James Ga- 
zette.

NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 


High Engine anu X'lre Boom Temper*, 


tores OB a Warship. 


The great internal heat that rendered 


the Amphitrite inefficient was due to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engine and boiler spaces. These region* 
became so hot that little useful work 
could be done in them, and the lack of 
air was such as to actually ruin tbe fur- 
nace draft, smoke coming out freely 
from the holes in the furnace doors. 
Aside from two small ash hoist tubes 
in the central part of the fireroom and 
B small escape hatch forward, there 
were no openings from the fireroom to 
the outer air. 


The boilers reached nearly to the iron 


mam deck of the vessel, and as the air 
above them and between the deck beams 
bad no escape it became greatly heated 
aud lay roasting in those spaces. It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grat- 
ings behind the upper parts of the boil- 
ers after they had been under steam a 
few hours, though the main and auxil- 
iary stop valves were there A board of 
officers that reported on temperatures in 
the vessel got at this place only by in- 
troducing a thermometer on the end of 
a long pole, and this thermometer, 
when fished out and taken to a place 
where it could be read, showed 202 de- 
grees. 


The superstructure containing the 


cabin and wardroom was directly above 
the engine and boiler rooms, with a 
light wooden floor laid over the iron - 
main deck. At sea, with the doors 
closed, this habitation became exactly 
like a frying pan on a hot stovo lid. 
,The smoke pipe, partly uncovered for 
allegM ventilating purposes, passed 
through the center of the wardroom and 
by vigorous radiation contributed its 
full share to the general discomfort. 
The deck, in spite of its wooden sheath- 
ing, was so hot as to be painful, and I 
hesitate to say from memory the tem- 
peratures the board reported as being 
usual in the rooms, in bureau drawers, 
on the wardroom table and in other 
parts of the officers' quarters. It was as 
high as 112 degrees, and I think great- 
er. Sleep was only a period of uncon- 
sciousness, induced by utter exhaustion, 
and was without restful quality. 


The fireroom temperature was never 


below 150 degrees and often above 170, 
while the engine room ranged closely 
about 150 degrees. For the first 24 
hours the merf stood it well, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to the heat 
and were put on the sick list, one of 
them nearly dying. Before the voyaga 
was ended 28 had been driven to seek 
medical attendance. 


On the evening of the fourth day out 


our men had literally fought with fire 
to a finish and had been vanquished. 
The watch on duty broke down one by 
one and the engines, after lumbering 
along slower and slower, actually stop- 
ped for lack of steam. The ship was al- 
lowed to dn 't inshore on the tide and 
was finally brought to an anchor in St. 
Simon's sound. Though a warship of 
formidable characteristics and sent of 
this distant service, it is doubtful if th«, 
Amphitrite could have gone into action 
at that time or have steamed 100 milei 
farther to save herself.—F. M. Bennett)

Fortunate- i 
ly I saw it from a position of perfect | 
safety, but tho s:ghi vras enough to 
make me steer clear of all Malays after- 
ward and any vessel that has them on 
board," said Erdix Deering, who as 
boy and man Bailed" many seas in deep 
water ships. "It was in 1805, when I 
was a hoy, on my first voyage, on the 
ship Harry \7arren, which sailed from 
Boston to India with a cargo of ice. 
We were lying at anchor in tho roads 
off Madras, unloading our middle deck 
cargo into lighters, and 100 vessels of 
all nations -were anchored about us, dis- 
charging or taking on board their car-, 
goes. The ship nearest us, about two 
cable lengths away, was tho British 
ship Mahratta, which had come from 
Singapore in ballast with a crew of 
Malay lascars. It was one day at noon 
that, as our crew lay round under tho 
awning in the forecastle waiting for tho 
order to turn to, one of the sailors sit- 
ting on the capstan sung out: 
" 'Hi, mates, just look over to the

Thorns and Splo§ That Protect Plant* 
.. 
From Their Koetnie*. 


I* "Plants and Their Enemies" is the 
title of an article by Thomas H. Kear- 
ney, Jr., in St. Nicholas. Mr. Kearney 
•ays: 


There are a thousand things that 


threaten the well being and even the 
life of every tree and shrub and lowly 
herb. Too much heat or too little works 
great harm to plants. Then there are 
all manner of wasting diseases caused 
by other tiny plants called fungi and 
bacteria. Many large animals, as horses 
and cows and sheep, live by grazing the 
herbage and grass or browsing the foli- 
age of trees and shrubs. Of course they 
greatly injure the plants they feed upon 
and therefore many plants are in one 
way or another protected against such 
attacks. 
Did you ever stop to think why this- 


tles are so well armed with sharp prick- 
les or why the ugly roadside nettles are 
lurnished with stinging hairs? Notice 
cattle grazing in a field where thistles 
or nettles grow. See how careful they 
are to let those disagreeable plants , 
alone. That is the reason for the stings 
and the spines. See \this honey locust 
tree bristling with its horrid array of 
three pointed thorns.. What animal is 
brave enough > to try to rob it of its 
leaves or 'great pods? Hawthorns, too, 
and rosebushes and blackberry briers 
all have their sharp little swords and 
daggers to defend themselves against 
browsing animals. 
K- Out on the wide, hot deserts of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico those odd plants, 
•the cactuses, grow in> great numbers. 
Some of them take strange shapes—tall, 
fluted columns, branching candelabra or 
mere round balls, like the melon cactus. 
They are almost the only plants that'grow 
in some parts of that country, and there is 
always plenty of sap inside their tough 
ekins. To the hungry and thirsty crea- 
tures that roam those dreary wastes in 
search of food and water they axe very 
tempting. Were they not in some way 
protected these cactuses would soon be 
entirely destroyed, but nature has made 
them to be like strong forts or great 
armored battleships among plants. They 
are guarded by all sorts of sharp spines 
and prickles and fine hairs that burn 
when they get into the flesh.

Many 
children, boys, deiiued life as "a spirit 
that runs away us soon as wo die." A 
boy of 0 years philosophically observed, 
"Life is a sea of troubles, which one 
may cross well or with great uuhappi- 
ness." A lioyot'-lO said, "Life is a 
thing which is never extinguished;" 
another, '' Life • is a good work~ to eat 
well;" another, "Life is an invisible 
thing, which vanishes when it likes and 
never returns." A little girl of 10 said, 
"Our life is a' fluid." "A small girl of 
poor condition, aged 8, said, "Life is 
paradise." A very general ansvrer was, 
"Lite is beautiful," or the opposite, 
"Lite is ugly," and most of the chil- 
dren who thought life ^he last were of 
well to do families. To the question, 
"What is death?" many replied nega- 
tively, especially the girls. 
Very few, 


and these only boys, noted the phenom- 
enon ot death, and one gave as answer: 
"Death is a" pure spirit.' The blood dries 
up; one neither moves nor feels." 


Another boy of 8 years gave an an- 


swer bordering on popular superstition, 
"Death is a thing that, when I die, 
pulls my feet." Another boy of 8 had a 
tinge of medical knowledge and replied, 
"Death is when one has more than 43 
degrees ot f ewer>'' A nother said, " Death 
is a thing that one 'never sees again, 
never again. •' To the question, "Are you 
atraid of dying?" 21 children, all boys, 
gave no reply; 63, of whom 7 were girls, 
replied negatively; all the others—that 
is, a large majority—said, "Yes." A 
little girl of 10 of well to do parents 
gave the answer, "1 am not at all afraid 
of dying because 1 am tired of living." 
All the orphans replied in the following 
sense. "1 am not afraid of dying because 
1 want to see my parents again." A lit- 
tle girl of 9 said, ."I am not afraid of 
dying because it is a thing sent by 
God." A boy of 12 replied, "I am not 
afraid of dying because 1 am healthy 
and have no disease." Another, "I am 
not afraid because I am strong and 
healthy," A little girl of 11 said, "I 
fear death because it might come at 
night and pull my/feet" Another little 
girl said, "1 am afraid of death because 
it seems that it is my mother who is 
dead." A girl of 11, who had evidently 
been told some ghastly stories, replied, 
"1 am afraid of death because it is so 
ugly, and one day Bernard went to bury 
a dead person, and it got hold of Bernard 
and gave him a kiss."

of dying because I could not play with 
my sister any more." Another well to" 
do boy said, "1 am afraid of dying be- 
cause when one is dead one cannot see 
the men gathering the harvest of grapes 
and so many nice things."

One great life problem remains which 


the doctrine of e-volutioadoes not touch. 
The origin of species, genera, orders 
and classes of beings through endless 
transmutations is in a sense explained, 
but what of the first term of this long 
series? Whence came that primordial 
organism whose transmuted descendants 
make up the existing faunas and floras 
of the globe? 


There was a time, soon alter the doc- 


trine of evolution gained a hearing, 
when the answer to that question seem- 
ed to some scientists of authority to 
have been given by experiment. Keour- 
ring to a former belief 'and repeating 
some earlier experiments, the director 
of the museum of natural history at 
Rouen, M. P. A. Pouchet, reached the 
conclusion that organic beings are spon- 
taneously generated about ns constantly 
ia the familiar processes of putrefac- 
tion, which were known to be due to 
the agency of microscopio bacteria. But 
in 1862 Lsnis Pasteur proved that this 
seeming spontaneous generation is in 
reality due to the esietence-of .germs in 
the air 
Notwithstanding the conclu- 


aveneasof these experiments, the claims 
of Fonchet were revived in England 
ten years laler by Professor Bastian, 
but then the experiments bf J John Tyn- 
dall, fully corroborating the results of 
Pasteur, gave a final quietdsto the claim 
of "spontaneous generation" aa hitherto 
formulated. 


There for the moment the matter 


resta But the end is not yet. Fauna 
and flora are here, and, thanks to La- 
marck and Wallace, and Darwin, their 
development, through the operation of 
those "secondary" causes" which we 
call laws of nature, has been -prosimal- 
ly explained. The lowest forma of life 
have been linked with the highest in 
unbroken chains of descent. Meantime, 
through the efforts of chemists and 
biologists, the gap between the inorganic 
and the organic 'worlds, which once 
'seemed almost infinite, has been con- 
stantly narrowed. . Already philosophy 
can throw a bridge across that- gap. But 
inductive science, -which, builds its own 
bridges, has not yet spanned the chasm, 
small though it appear. Until it shall 
have done so the bridge of -'organic evo- 
lution is not quite complete, yet even 
as it stands today, it is the most- stupen- 
dous scientific structure of oar century.

SOLDIER OF FORTUNE/ 


Thirteen-year-old Lad, M«eli Tra-r- 


«lea, Wounded Before Manila. 
In ward 9 of the general hospital in 


• little fellow, 18 years of age, who- 
came to Manila with Uncle Sam's boys 
from patriotic entbnsivsm and love of 
adventure. The lad, whose name ia 
Arthur Qlnckman, is an orphan, and 
the cause of bia being in the hospital 
is a Mauser bullet bole through the leg 
below the knee, which he received dur- 
ing an engagement before Pasig while 
with the Twentieth infantry. The boy , 
was tenderly taken off the field, placed 
in an ambulance and removed to the 
hospital, where bo is now doing nicely. 


To a representative of the Manila 


(P. I.) American, who talked with him 
recently, the lad gave his history, 
which, to eay the least, has been full 
of excitement. He went into camp with 
the Fourteenth regulars on May 27, 
1898, 
at San Francisco, but on June 12 


transferred his affections to the First 
Tennessee and remained with them long 
enough to help drill the recruits, and 
in the early part of August he secured 
permission from himself to ba trans- 
ferred to the Second Oregon. He re- 
mained with them two months, when, 
deeming camp life too inactive for his 
adventurous spirits, he was transferred 
to the Seventh California and went 
through southern California. He re- 
mained with this regiment until Dec. j 
7, when he changed over to the Eighth 
California. But this was the same 
routine, and he applied to himself to be i 
exchanged, and once more the request 
was granted, and he was transferred 
on Dec. 15 to the New York regiment, 
which was about to start home. He 
arrived in Albany on Dec. 21 and re- 
mained there until Jan. 15,1899, when 
he went to New York city. He was not 
greatly impressed, however, with the 
big city and determined to return to 
sunny southern California.

A NAVIGABLE BALLOON. 


Professor Hltc'« ReintirUj»b3e Airship 


Being Unlit at Barllnston, JT. J. 
An airship, the invention of Professor 


Charles' Hite, who was with tho Peary 
arctic expedition, is being built at the 
villa of Profesor William D. 7. Travis, 
near Burlington, N. J. The work is be- 
ing done under the supervision of Pro- 
fessor Charles King, the aeronaut, who 
has made nearly 400 ascensions. 


The airship is protected by patents," 


and a company, of which Professor Hite 
is the head, has been organized for its 
manufacture. The airship is a naviga- 
ble "balloon. The balloon will be cigar 
shaped, with car attachment, and will 
be driven by two powerful engines of 
diminutive size. 


In the Hite. invention the powerful 


fans will drive the balloon either up or 
down or to the right or left in any cur- 
rent of air and make the length of the 
trip optional with the voyagers. 


The engines which will operate the 


fans are marvels in themselves. They 
•re 20 inches long, 16 inches wide and 
6 inches high and comparatively-light. 
The motive power is carbon-dioxide, 
which is made of chimney soot. One 
engine alone is Bufficiently powerfnl to 
operate tho machinery of a rolling mill 
The engines aro at Trenton, where it is 
likely the teat will be made early in 
June. A smnll model of the airebip 
was given a successful teat in Philadel- 
phia.--Special to New York World.

In response to her inquiries, the woman 
told her that she was married, and that 


According to'the people In St. John'i 


the Wilson woman, first made her ap- 
pearance in the neighborhood about the 
time the child disappeared. She was at 
that time accompanied by the man who 
was arrested, and another dark com- 
plexlor.ed woman whom the local au- 
thorities think may have been the nurse.

Day 
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Memorial day and its associations are 


dear to the heart of every American. 
North or south there are few families 
that have not some graves to keep 
green—graves not only of soldiers, but 
o£ other dear ones, who are always es- 
pecially remembered on the national 
day of decoration. Most cemeteries are 
supplied with paid attendants, who look 
after the general care of the graves, see- 
ing that, the sod is kept in good condi- 
tion, that weeds are eradicated and that 
flowers, which are best ordered from 
the cemetery greenhouse, are well cared 
for. * It is natural for the attendants to 
take better care of their own flowers 
than those .brought, in from outside; 
indeed the fee presupposes the atten- 
tion. When they are not so paid, the 
attendants have no actual business to 
look after the flowers, and it is only out 
of good nature they do give'them any 
attention. 


On Memorial day, however, almost all 


lot owners visit their dead and take 
either potted plants_or cut flowers to 
place -upon the' graves, this being a mat- 
ter of sentiment. 


Geraniums, verbenas, pansies, bego- 


nias, 'daisies, fuchsias, heliotrope, ivy, 
mignonette^pinks, violets and lilies-are 
some of the flowers .best -adapted to 
flourish without/special attention. "Car- 
ried to the cemetery in pots,-they should 
be planted after the sun has got off the 
graves; they should never be perma- 
nently left in the stone pots and should 
be watered af.ter planting. Early morn- 
ing : or late in the afternoon is the best 
time for planting. A small trowel is 
the only tool needed. In some cemeter- 
ies, where there are no paid attendants 
to look after the graves, those who can- 
not afford to employ a florist to look 
after them -are compelled to do this 
work for themselves. 


In almost all public schools special 


Memorial day exercises are held. Often 
the children are asked to bring a flower 
or a few pennies to aid the local G. A. R. 
or authorities in ornamenting the sol- 
diers' graves. When flowers are do- 
nated, ttiey should be hardy ones and 
should be sent to the school in good 
condition. There the janitor and his 
assistants arje always instructed by the 
principal to water and care for them, 
.that they may -look as nice as possible 
when they are turned over to the G. A. 
n. or officials for distribution. Wreaths 
and things of that sort are better not 
•ent, as they wither almost before they 
reach their ftestlnation. 


In this year of 1899, when so many 


brave American soldiers have just been 
added to the list of those who must 
have flowers, the need of plants and the 
demand for them will likely be large, so 
that those who are wise will secure 
theirs early or order them from the flor- 
ist and, pay fpr..th«n In,advance at cur- 
rent prices or perhaps be unable to get 
any flowers at all or pay very high 
prices for them. 
. The exercises In the schools will con-

Dutch Scallops. 


Break two eggs into a basin and beat 


them thoroughly with a patent egg 
beater, then add two tablespoonfuls of 
milk and half a teaspoonful of anchovy 
sauce and season with salt and pepper. 
Melt a- small piece of butter in a sauce- 
part and pour in the beaten eggs and 


minced;' four'ounces of sultanas and 
four ounces of chopped raisins. Stir 
each of the above ingredients well into 
the butter,'sugar; etc., and when all are 
thoroughly mixed sift in eight ounces 
of-fine flour,'stirring all the time, and 
then sprinkle a teaspoonful of baking 
powder into the mixture. 


Have ready a'buttered cake tin which 


ha's been lined with buttered paper. 
Pour half the cake'mixture into it, and 
place a laye- of; soft almond paste on 
it. Then'add the remainder of the mix- 
ture and bake at once in a well heated 
oven. ' 


If the jeggs used-are small, and the 


mixture: when ready is consequently not 
sufficiently slack to bo light and cream- 
like, a very 'little milk may be added. 
For-the almond paste mix half a pound 
of--ground -sweet almonds with four 
ounces'of icing .sugar, and add sufficient 
whisked white of egg to make a fairly 
soft paste. - -

through a sieve to thicken/ it. Reheat and 
serve very hot.

Rub 
the dripping into the flour, add the other 
dry ingredients and mix with the milk to 
a stiff dough.

Choosing "Wall Paper*. 


When buying wall papers, the size 


and aspect of the room for which they 
are intended should be considered.

Veal and Lemon Snncc.

Cut a nice, tender fillet 
of veal into square pieces. Put them 
into a stewpan with a finely shredded 
Spanish onion, add chough water to 
cover, season with salt a.nd pepper, let 
it come once to the boll,, skim and cook 
very gently until the veal is tender. 
Meanwhile prepare a sauce, by beating 
two raw eggs and the juice of two lem- 
ons to a froth. Bring the contents'of 
the stewpnn to the boil, pour in-the 
tggs and lemons and rock the stewpnn 
over a gentlo flre until the sauce thick- 
ens. It should reach the consistency of 
a thick cream. Serve either as an en- 
tret at lunch or dinner, 


To insure good health and a clear

The vote was taken by secret ballot, 


and of the 106 votes' cast 105 were for 
Mr. Dobson. 
He was therefore de- 


clared the league's candidate for mayor. 
Work will be begun through the -va- 
rious wards, and every effort made to 
have the principles of the league 
brought before ev-er-y voter in the city 
by fall. 


In addition to this business, the new 


constitution which has been before the 
league for some months, was finally 
acted upon and adopted.

House and Senate Both Pass 


Insurance Bill.

By a vote of 141 to 55,—more than the 


necessary two-thirds,—the house yes- 
terday voted to pass over the* gover- 
nor's veto thS bill to exempt certain 
trades unions from ma'king annual re- 
turns to the insurance commission as 
reported in yesterday's telegraph dis- 
patches. Then the senate, after de- 
bate, also voted by 24 to 9 to -pass the 
bill over the veto. 


It is impossible to say that the gov- 


ernor would have been defeated had It 
not been for the developments in the 
house. Mr. Bennett of Saugus began 
the debate by attacking the democrats 
for their solid party votes and by call- 
ing upon the republicans, as a matter 
of party loyalty, to sustain the veto. 
Mr. Luce of Somerville, a member of 
Bennett's campaign committee for the 
speakership, followed later 
-with, a 


severe reflection upon1 the democratic 
party, of which he was only recently a 
prominent member. It seemed to sd 
many that Bennett was trying to make 
capital out of party support of the gov- 
ernor, and so many democrats were 
provoked, that house politics was in- 
evitably dragged into the case, especi-

already, 


although it only went into effect May 
1. In Berkshire county an unusually 
large number of inmates at the jail J« 
attributed to its operations; and in this 
city the polk'.- think the state will lose 
largely in receipts from flues. Their 
reasoning is that with eight days in Jail 
equivatent to <i S3 fine, the friends of 
the confirmed drunkards will allow 
them to take their punishment, when 
with a 
UO-days' imprisonment they 


would raise the necessary money 


This would seem to be much more 


probable than that the average number 
in our jails would be increased, for the 
very evident reason that the shorten- 
ing of the individual sentence to about 
one-third, and it is scarcely possible 
that three times as many criminals will 
be sent to the jails because of the new 
lav,-. 


It is, in fact, a little early to gather 


statistics sufficient to base any theories 
on. But this one thing can be said of 
the law: It allows the judge consider- 
able more discretion than the old one. 
A term of DO days dealt out in a whole- 
sale manner to every one who did not 
happen to have the necessary $5, as un- 
der the old law, would naturally tend 
to do injustice to some individuals, ] 
while under the new the judge, by rais- 
ing the fine to §G, can be sure that the 
offender will get a 20-days* ssntence, 
which will probably appeal to the aver- 
age wan as a good full $6 worth of pun- 
ishment.

The Helpless Contributor, 


The following from the Pittsfield writ- 


er in the Bepublican puts new empha- j 
sis on an old North Adams complaint: 


A communication received the other 


day protesting- against the multiplicity 
of entertainments and the demands on 
business men for the purchase of tick- ' 
ets, recalls forcibly the necessity of 
calling a .halt. One business man is ] 
authority for the statement recently 
that contributions of one kind and an- 
other, including fairs, purchase of tick- 
ets for balls and socials, had cost him 
the past year some $300. He is not an 
exception and presumably a poll of the 
city wo-uld reveal proportionately as 
large a drain among nearly all the busi- 
ness houses and professional men. This 
idea has grown of l%te years to large 
proportions and is increasing rather , 
than dimnishing. It is difficult to draw [ 
the line between that which is des&rv- ; 
ing and that which is not. A society 
leases an expensive meeting room and 
then proposes to hold an annual fair to 
assist in running expenses, thus reliev- 
ing the members of much expense. In 
the aggregate this is a drain on the ' 
general public, and one which called for , 
a protest on the part of one business 
concern.
